rays of tho midday sun, or tho rain. 
The.ro are a series of sliding shutters 
which, when closed, admit a gloomy 
light through their small oyster shell 
panes. 
They may bo slid back so as to 
form immense openings and leave a 
broad sill which is comfortable for a 
seat 
Beneath the window sills other 
panels slide back and thus the living 
room may almost be transferred out­ 
doors 
When brillian tly lit at night, 
the scene from tHe street into one of 
these oriental palaces is entrancing. 
Bhilippine servants arc alw ays slip­ 
ping noiselessly about the 
house 
in 
their bare feet, rubbing tho floors and 
polishing the furniture. A servant is a l­ 
ways stationed in a little nook at the 
gate or door below to admit callers. 
W ithout his favor the entrance to a 
Spanish residence would often be hard 
to gain, for where there are not a high 
w all and a heavy iron gate there is a big 
door, which is looked and barred on the 
inside 
The »Spaniards of M anila enjoy­ 
ed 
music and 
many divertissements 
which they were able to bring over 
from tiio European continent.

a piano in almost every house and in 
some there are Edison phonographs.
